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Our  present  society  possesses  many  characteristics  -  some  are  easily  worn,  wliile  ot/iers 
may  not  fit  too  well.  Growth  and  change  are  two  that  we  hear  about  most  often.  Both  of 
these  terms  are  full  of  meaning,  for  our  nation,  for  our  community,  and  for  our  school. 

During  Centennial  year  we  had  brought  to  our  attention  with  great  impact  the  outstand- 
ing growth  and  change  which  has  taken  and  is  taking  place  in  our  country.  We  realize  Canada 
is  a  land  having  much  to  contribute  to  the  world  welfare. 

The  growths  and  changes  in  our  community  are  manifesting  themselves  at  such  a  rate 
that  our  civic  leaders  find  it  no  easy  matter  to  solve  the  problems  of  such  rapid  expansion. 

Think,  too,  of  the  growth  and  change  in  and  around  our  school:  The  Grade  13  students 
have  new  and  interesting  courses  with  no  external  examination.  Senior  students  are  produc- 
ing a  45  minute  movie  (a  modern  "MacBeth"),  while  others  are  taking  part  in  an  experimental 
interdisciplinary  course  whose  theme  is  "The  Quest  for  a  Just  Society".  This  latter  group  uses 
feature-length  films  to  integrate  their  history,  English  and  art  courses.  Also  all  the  honour 
students  in  the  school  have  been  issued  "Gold  Passes"  which  allows  them  more  freedom  to 
use  the  library  and  do  research  in  interesting  fields  of  study.  Our  new  library  extension  has 
just  been  completed  too.  This  addition  will  give  our  students  an  excellent  environment  in 
which  to  study  and  even  more  materials  to  use  as  it  becomes  our  new  resource  centre.  New 
growth  and  change  will  be  even  more  evident  in  education  in  future  years  -  it  will  be  exciting 
to  see  them  unfold. 

Yes,  growth  and  change  take  place  all  around  us  -  even  within  each  one  of  us  too!  Not 
one  of  you  is  the  same  person  you  were  when  you  came  to  our  school.  If  you  accept  this 
fact  -  and  you  must  do  that  -  won't  you  make  sure  that  whatever  is  new  is  also  worthwhile? 

Those  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  producing  this  year  book  have  given  us  a  book 
in  keeping  with  our  school's  expansion.  I  wish  to  extend  my  congratulations  and  thank  those 
who  made  this  year's  Griffin  something  very  much  worthwhile.

It  was  approximately  five  years  and  four  months  ago  when  we  first  entered  these 
halls  of  learning.  At  that  time  we  were  shy,  young,  unassuming  and  probably  quite  ner- 
vous individuals.  Entering  grade  nine  was  an  experience.  But  that  soon  changed.  The 
years  passed,  all  too  quickly  It  seems,  and  now  here  we  are  reunited  for  the  last 
time.  We're  not  shy  anymore.  We  lost  that  after  the  first  week  of  grade  nine.  We're  not 
as  young  anymore  either  for  over  the  years  as  the  school  grew  we  grew  and  matured 
along  with  it.  And  most  of  all  we're  not  unassuming  anymore.  The  only  thing  that  hasn't 
changed  about  me  right  now  is  that  I'm  still  nervous. 

And  now  all  we  have  left  of  our  high  school  days  are  those  fond  memories  of 
former  years.  Memories  of  the  fund  raising  campaigns  which  lead  to  the  support  of  two 
Asian  students  in  University,  brought  in  the  proceeds  for  the  bleachers  which  now  line 
the  football  field,  and  produced  the  finances  which  permitted  the  dedication  of  our 
organ.  The  John  Hicks  Memorial  Organ.  All  these  were  projects  in  which  our  school 
spirit  provided  complete  success  time  and  again. 

Memories  of  the  monthly  dances  in  the  Gym  and  the  A&W  afterwards;  and  in 
particular  the  formats,  that  big  night  out  when  the  A&W  didn't  suffice  (much  to  the 
displeasure  of  many  pocket  books.) 

Recollections  of  the  clubs  and  their  activities.  The  Yearbook,  History  Clubs  and 
Red  Cross  club  with  its  blood  donor  clinic  are  some  of  those  and  of  course  the  Key 
Club,  our  newest  club,  which  has  furthered  the  aspect  of  school  life  to  that  of  service 
to  the  community. 

There  were  the  attempts  to  introduce  a  little  culture  into  our  lives  by  the  music 
and  drama  groups  who  staged  their  programmes  with  inevitable  success. 

And  of  course  there  were  the  sports.  Our  annual  mud  bowl  game  at  the  red  brick 
place  down  the  road.  I  see  they've  finally  fixed  that  football  field  -  they  paved  it.  Our 
first  senior  basketball  championship  after  an  undefeated  season,  our  track  champion- 
ships, and  many  more.  And  all  these  were  culminated  yearly  at  the  annual  athletic  ban- 
quet where  our  successful  teams  and  individual  athletes  were  honoured  for  their  achieve- 
ments. 

All  these  things  which  remain  so  clear  in  my  mind  have  made  Central  Peel  not 
just  an  academic  institution  but  rather  a  student  community  of  which  we  have  had  the 
good  fortune  to  be  members. 

One  might  draw  a  comparison  between  life  here  at  Central  and  the  world  of  science. 
Picture  this;  It's  a  sunny  Sunday  afternoon  and  a  man  is  resting  in  his  garden  beneath  an 
apple  tree  contemplating  the  world  around  him.  This  man  is  Isaac  Newton.  Now  as  he 
sits  there  a  breeze  comes  up  which  shakes  loose  an  apple.  The  apple  falls,  strikes  Newton 
on  the  head  and  drops  to  the  ground. 

Well  Newton  was  an  educated  man,  and  he  knew  how  to  make  the  best  of  a  situa- 
tion. Therefore  he  reached  out  and  picked  up  the  apple  and  while  he  was  eating  it  he 
formulated  his  theory  of  gravity. 

It's  a  week  later  now  and  again  Newton  is  resting  in  the  garden.  As  before  a  breeze 
blows  through  the  apple  tree  shaking  loose  another  apple,  but  this  apple  doesn't  fall. 
Instead  it  rises  into  the  sky  and  as  Newton  watches  a  second  and  a  third  are  blown  loose 
and  they  also  rise  instead  of  falling. 


Now  because  Newton  was  an  educated  man  he  immediately  realized  that  the 
situation  had  changed  and  that  his  original  theory  would  no  longer  hold.  He  realized  he 
must  adapt  his  theory  to  explain  this  new  observation  (and  if  Newton  couldn't  explain 
it  I'm  sure  Mr.  Evans  could). 

My  point  is  this.  The  scientist  must  adapt  his  theory  to  what  he  observes.  If  the 
observation  changes  he  must  adjust  his  theory. 

We  too  must  be  able  to  adapt.  We  must  be  able  to  meet  and  adapt  to  new  people, 
to  accept  these  people  despite  difference  of  views  and  thus  root  out  prejudice  and  dis- 
crimination. We  must  be  able  to  accept  responsibility  which  is  becoming  an  ever  increas- 
ing part  of  our  lives  and  we  must  learn  to  handle  it.  We  must  also  be  able  to  adjust  to 
misfortune  and  deal  with  it.  To  be  educated  we  must  have  more  than  a  knowledge  of 
numbers,  more  than  a  knowledge  or  words,  we  must  have  a  knowledge  of  life,  of  the 
world  and  society  in  which  we  live  and  we  must  be  able  to  adapt  and  change  within  this 
society  which  itself  is  ever-changing. 

We've  learned  this  on  a  minor  scale  during  our  stay  here  at  Central  and  this  will  help 
us  this  year  and  in  later  years  as  we  further  integrate  ourselves  with  the  whole  of  society. 

At  Central  under  the  able  guidance  of  Mr.  McDowell  and  Mr.  Butcher  and  all  the 
teachers  we  have  had  a  more  desirable  environment  for  the  all-round  type  of  education 
that  is  so  neccessary  in  today's  changing  world.  Our  thanks  must  go  to  them  for  their 
support  over  the  years.  Our  thanks  must  also  go  to  our  ministers,  our  doctors,  our  friends 
and  all  those  who  have  shown  confidence  in  us  and  given  us  help— physical,  intellectual, 
spiritual  and  moral. 

And  last  there  are  our  parents,  who  have  shared  with  us  in  our  failures  as  well  as  our 
successes,  and  who  shall  continue  to  do  so  in  the  years  to  corhe.  Our  parents  to  whom  we 
may  always  turn  in  that  hour  of  need,  for  encouragement  and  understanding.  (Girls, 
mother  will  always  comfort  you  when  your  husband  doesn't  understand  you.) 

And  now  before  I  close  there  is  something  the  graduates  themselves  would  like  to  say:

The  dawn  was  just  breaking  over  the  green  tops  of  the  high  luscious  jungle  trees  of  the 
Vietnamese  rain  forest.  The  clouds  above  these  trees  reflected  the  brilliant  colors  of  the  spec- 
trum, but  these  colors  were  softened  by  a  slow-rising  jungle  mist.  The  air  was  fresh  and  wild 
and  free-smelling.  The  fragrance  of  beautiful  jungle  flowers  mingled  with  the  smell  of  brew- 
ing coffee  and  coo/dng  bacon  and  eggs.  The  sun's  rays  sparkled  off  bayonets,  50  caliber 
machine  gun  bullets  and  the  shells  of  our  150  millimetre  howitzer  shells.

We  could  faintly  hear  the  explosions  and  a  few  moments 
later  dark  wisps  of  smoke  appeared  on  the  horizon  etched  against  a  bright  azure  sky. 

While  we  ate  supper,  the  1st  Armoured  Division  and  the  3rd  Cavalry  Division  combed 
the  surrounding  area  with  Armed  Personnel  Carriers  (A.P.C.  's)  and  Fortified  Attack  Vehicles 
(F.A.  V.  's)  for  hidden  V.  C.  's. 

Dusk  came  peacefully  and  serenely.  The  sun  again,  as  it  had  at  dawn,  made  the  clouds 
on  the  horizon  become  huge  patches  of  bright  colors;  red,  orange,  pale  blue,  purple,  yellow, 
every  color  imaginable.  As  with  most  evenings,  this  evening  there  was  almost  no  breeze.  It 
was  still  quite  hot  and  getting  more  humid.  A  few  of  the  "guys"  were  saying  quiet  prayers. 
All  these  things  added  together  made  a  person  feel  some  strange  emotion.  It  was  a  queer 
feeling  of  pride,  humility  or  loneliness  or  maybe  it  was  something  more  magnificent,  like  a 
closeness  to  God  himself. 

Soon  it  was  dark.  All  we  could  hear  were  the  wild  calls  of  the  jungle  birds.  Somewhere 
in  the  black  entanglement  of  vegetation,  two  birds  were  fighting  over  something  or  maybe 
over  nothing,  like  some  people  say  we  do.  Just  the  same  though  the  tense,  quiet  waiting  was 
getting  under  everybody's  skin.  A  couple  of  "guys"  even  started  fighting  with  each  other  in 
an  attempt  to  determine  the  ownership  of  a  picture  of  the  actress,  Ann  Margret,  in  a  bikini. 
Everyone  grew  more  edgy  every  second  that  dragged  by.

Just  to  my  right  a  new  reserve  whom  I  hadn't  even 
met  let  out  a  shriek  of  agony  as  one  of  the  white  hot  pieces  of  metal  penetrated  his  leg, 
tearing  at  the  flesh  and  simultaneously  burning  it  till  I  could  smell  the  acrid  odor  of  burning 
flesh. 

Within  seconds  of  the  first  shell's  explosion,  our  gun  crews  started  pounding  the  enemy 
with  150  millimetre  shells  packed  with  high  explosives.  We  were  lucky  we  were  close  to  the 
sea,  because  if  it  became  necessary,  our  battleships  could  bombard  the  enemy  with  twenty- 
two  inch  in  diameter  shells. 

After  only  a  few  minutes  of  mortar  bombardment  the  enemy  troops  themselves  be- 
came visible  across  our  wide  clearing  running  in  their  pyjamas  and  yelling  "Die!  Yankees! 
Die!  Yankees!"  as  loudly  as  was  possible  under  the  din  of  all  the  huge  weapons.  Bullets  from 
their  guns  riddled  our  sandbags  ripping  the  outer  layers  to  shreds,  but  we  answered  them  to 
the  tune  of  50  caliber  machine  guns,  70  millimetre  mortars,  grenades  and  M- 1  rifles. 

Our  fire  cut  them  down  quickly  and  cleanly.  Many  of  them  screamed  from  pain  as  our 
red  hot  bullets  longer  than  a  man's  forefinger  mangled  their  bodies  into  heaps  of  dying  grot- 
esque flesh.  But  still,  others  kept  coming  towards  us.  More  and  more  our  howitzers  were 
lowered  to  account  for  "Charlies"  advancement.  The  22  inch  naval  shells,  and  helicopter 
rockets  homed  in  on  the  advancing  enemy.  But  still  they  came.  The  howitzers  were  loaded 
with  scatter  shells  now.  Shells  used  for  close  range  firing,  perhaps  the  United  States'  greatest 
weapon  against  short  distance  artillery  barrages.  These  shells  are  filled  with  long,  pointed 
"spears"  of  metal  which  act  like  shrapnel  spreading  over  a  large  area.  The  Viet  Cong  hesitat- 
ed for  a  while,  then  again  they  came,  forever  foreward. 

Suddenly,  and  unexpectedly  our  huge  M-46  Patton  tanks  came  crashing  through  the 
trees.  Behind  them  came  a  number  of  F.A.  V.  's.  Both  "trackers"  pursued  the  enemy.  The 
Viet  Cong  called  for  mortars  to  try  to  stop  the  "trackers"  but  to  no  success.  The  25  and  60 
millimeter  guns  of  the  armoured  monsters  rained  down  lethal  lead  on  the  Viet  Cong.  The 
tide  had  turned  by  02:00  hours,  the  battle  was  over. 

The  rest  of  the  night  was  spent  administering  first  aid  to  soldiers  of  both  sides.  We 
helped  to  put  out  flares  so  as  to  direct  the  relief  helicopters  in  for  a  landing.  Then,  most  of 
us  slept. 

A  few  hours  later,  dawn  came  again.  Once  more  the  sunrise  was  calm  and  serene.  As 
usual  there  was  a  cold  mist  in  the  air  and  we  could  faintly  distinguish  the  fragrance  of  flower 
among  the  odors  of  war  and  death.  Then  as  the  day  went  on  we  once  again  dreamed  of  home 
and  the  fragrance  of  the  jungle  flowers.
